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THE OLD WATER PROBLEM 


Many words have been wasted in the past year 
over the problem\of water in cellars, The 
Board, leaning over backwards, investigated itself, 
and investigated every charge, of value or otherwise, 
relating to one project, and fojnd that it had acted 
correctly in every instance, according to law, 

It is true that people get water in their cellars, 
especially when those cellars are dug into clay 
hillsides, 

Almost every hillside in Wilmington, and in 
Middlesex County, has clay in it, Some are of gravel, 
but clay can be found wherever the old glaciers 
scoured the old mountains of New England, 

The Planning Board is now having a survey 
conducted, by the Soil Conservation Service. When 
completed it will be a detailed map and analysis of 
the soils of Wilmington, 

It will be of value, but not in the way some 
people are leading themselves to believe, It will not 
enable people to drain, per se, clay hillsides, or 
clay bottoms, It will not relieve the problems of 
wet cellars except possibly in a few instances, 

As of the present time the problems of wet 
cellars belongs to the builders, and eventually tothe 
persons who buy the homes, That is a harsh state- 
ment but itisalsoa fact oflife, and life is sometimes 
harsh, 

The old Irish stonemasons of half a century ago 
knew the problem, and the answer, It was, to them, 
an art, There is an interesting cellar of a barn, off 
Woburn Street, more than 130 years old, which was 
built by the famed Asa G Sheldon, and which employed 
the same tactics the Irish stonemasons used half a 
century ago, 

In both case's the cellars were ‘elevated? - lifted, 
if the reader pleases, off the gound, and above the 
underlying clay. dl 

Practical use of local knowledge was the key 
in those cases, 

The home owners of Wilmington should not be 
too hopeful of the results of the coming Soil Survey. 

On the other hand it will be ofvalue to the Town 
Engineer, and it may be of value to the Board of 
Health, It will serve a useful purpose, in being 
another tool for the officials of Wilmington, in their 
futuré planning,

Here the race is different, When the names of 
the three candidates became known, a few weeks ago, 
the first reaction the Town Crier ran into was; Well, 
Pm going to vote for Mitzi Wolff, andto heck with the 
other two candidates, 

But then the yoters began to realize that another 
candidate would be elected too, and that that candidate 
could be John Brooks. Mr Brooks had over 1400 
votes six years ago when he ran for Selectman, and 
even if that vote was cut to about 800 when he ran 
three years ago, when the voters became disenchanted 
with his oratory, he still had 800 votes, 

And that’s a sizeable amount,

We spent Dec 15th to Jan 4th 
in San Juan, P.R, This was so 
far the best liberty port we’ve 
hit, From there, we went to Char 
lotte Amalle, the capital of St 
Thomas, V,J, Our next port was 
Willenstad, Airacau, This is a 
small island 38 miles off the coast 
of Venezuela. Curacau was pre- 
viously owned. by the Dutch and 
shows much of thetr influence, 
From there, we went to Colon 
Panama, This city is on the 
Atlantic side of the Canal and 
is 48 miles from the capitol, 
Panama City. In Panama City, 
it 1s possible to buy such items as 
televisions, steros, tape recorders 
and radios. duty free, saving quite 
a bit over prices in the States, 
We also toured the Canal from 
the Pacific side at Panama City. 

After leaving Panama, we sailed 
for Kingstown, St Vincent, where 
we are presently, From here, we 
have three more ports left before 
heading back the states on Mar 
17th, We revisit Charlotte Amalie 
St Thomas and San Juan and finish 
up with Frederthsted, St Croix,

WILMINGTON 
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HEATING COSTS HIGH? | Selectmen’s Meeting 


The first hour ofthe Selectmen’s 
Meeting, Monday Night, was public 
hearings. Forty nine assorted citi- 
zens, some of them being present 
really for the second hearing, were 
in the Town Hall to hear the argu- 
ments, and to participate, in a 
second hearing for the Bursaw Oil 
Company for a gas station at the 
corner of Woburn and Lowell 
Streets, 

Bursaw put the price of the pro- 
posed first portion of a motel 
and a gas station at $600,000 of 
which $50,000 would be for the 
gas station, 

Selectman Miceli wanted to know 
if it would be agreeable to restrict 
the license until after the occupan- 
cy permit had been issued for the 
motel, This was agreeable to 
Bursaw, 

Selectman George Boylen wanted 
‘to know if there was to be repair 
service, Bursaw said it was only 
to be a service station. 

Wilson Belbin, who had sup- 
ported the previous hearing for a 
gas station, at a different site, 
had 50 signatures opposing this 
one. He told the Selectmen that 
the Town Meeting had had a ‘no 
gas station’ intent, for the people. 

Selectman Paul Niles said that 
the decision was not up to the peo- 
ple, and Boylen said that the people 
were aware that it was a rezon- 
ing. Stanley Webber made a long 
statement saying that with no gas 
station available there would be no 
motel, He also went on to talk 
about assessments and taxes in 
Wilmington, with no monies from 
increased business, Belbin asked 
Webber df he proposed to get the 
money from gas stations, nomat- 
ter who got killed on the corners, 

Mrs Carol Frost of Lowell St 
Spoke several times, In the first 
instance she asked for a ‘reversal’ 
of the plan, because ‘the corner 
is terrible’, She made it clear 
that she was not against gas sta- 
tions as such, Mrs Frost later 
reminded the board quite forcibly 
that the money for Lowell Street 
‘widening would come from Chapter 
90 Funds, and that in previous 
Town Meeting, this had been voted 


against, . 

Mrs Madelyn McKie, making it 
clear that she spdke as an indi- 
vidual, asked what the Board’s 
policy was, with rd to filling 
stations, Niles toler that he 
doubted that the Board had a right 
to establish a policy, since they 
could not locate one everywhere, 
and it was the property owners’ 
privilege to request, 

Niles then moved that the Se- 
lectmen_not grant a permit, This

Boylen made a motion to dis-

After the meeting went back to 
the regular meeting room, the first 
ttem of business was from the 
Compat Construction Company, 
which wanted a new permit, or an 
extension of its present one, for 
gravel excavation off Burlington 
Avenue, on the Roberts Estates, 

The Selectmen were told that 
due to the weather and sickness, 
the desired excavations had not 
been completed, and that at the 
present time there was a market 
for the material, 

Niles made a motion to extend 
the permit on the same terms, 
and he was asked to make it 
six months, 

Boylen wanted to know where the 
fill was going. He did not get 
an answer, Mrs Drew wanted 
to know how many acres were 
in the Roberts Estate, and she 
was told 56, 


John Comeau, one of the part- 
ners, told the Selectmen that it 
wasn’t really a gravel operation, 
and Mr Patenaude made it clear 
that they were really dealing with 
rock, and that there would have to 
be blasting before they had cleared 
out the area they wanted cleared, 

Boylen then brought up the fact 
that there would be fill needed 
for some parts of the proposed 
real estate development, and that 
he felt the developers should retain 
fill for this purpose, Niles in- 
sisted that Boylen had a point, and 
moved that a sufficient stockpile 
of loam and gravel be used, and 
when the Town Engineer felt that 
this had been done, Messrs Pate- 
naude and Comeau could come in 
and renew their permit, 

Patenaude pointed out again that 
the material he was excavating 
wasn’t suitable for the kind of 
fill needed in a real estate de~ 
velopment ashe proposedit, There 
were boulders, he said, that would 
have to be blasted, 

Chairman Danny Gillis of the 
Planning Board had been sitting in 
the back of the room,trying to get 
the attention of Miceli, Miceli 
finally recognized him, 

After commending Boylen’s 
thoughts, Gillis told the Select- 
men that the Planning Board had 
never had a preliminary plan for 
the proposed real estate develop- 
ment, One had been shown to 
the Planning Board, but never 
Seen since, 

Until this happened, Gillis said, 
he did not feel that any fill should 
be moved, He referred to an ad-

Former Selectman John Brooks 
is still unable to distinguish be- 
tween fact and fancy, 

His first public appearance in 
political life in three years, last 
week, at the Candidates Night of 
the League of Women Voters, found 
Mr Brooks indulging in fancy asto 
his part in the choosing of school 
sites in. Wilmington, 

Speaking of the increasing cost 
of school construction Brooks told 
his audience that he had had apart 
in the picking of the sites for the 
last three schools built in Wilming- 
ton, 

It was a small statement, but it 
was not in accordance with fact, 
for the fact is that the sites for the 
latest three schools to be built in 
Wilmington had been named, and 
were a part of the record, before 
John Brooks was on the Board of 
Selectmen, 

His only part was unsuccessful, 
- an attempt to have the North 
School built down in back of the 
Whitefield School, 

Selectman Brooks appeared be~ 
fore the, Permanent Building Com- 
mittee one evening, and told that 
committee that it would be a shame 
to build the new school beside 
‘Wilmington’s finest home’, He 
suggested instead the site behind 
the Whitefield School, 


The PBC had the site checked 
out, and received a report thgt 
there would be three feet of water 
around any school that was built 
there, each spring, As a result 
the North Intermediate School was 
built where it had origins lly been 
planned to be built, 

Otherwise Mr Brooks made a 
good appearance, Hishair seemed 
to be @ little darker than it was 
three years ago, and his waistline 
a little slimmer, He looked very 
healthy, 

His presentation was good. He 
told of being a graduate of Boston 
College and Harvard Law School, 
and being the Executive Editor of 
@ metropolitan Boston newspaper. 

His best idea had previously been 
suggested by ex-Town Manager 
Joseph Courtney, back in the 1950’s 
but it was a one. 

Brooks wanted to arrange to have 
engineers from: Avco conduct clas- 
ses or seminars in Wilmington 
High School, 

He returned to that subject three 
times during his talk, He relished 
it, He rolled in it as a cat does 


in catnip, $18,000ayear engineers 
teaching in the High School! 

It was all very impressive, es- 
pecially to persons who were meet- 
ing him for the first time. 

But it didn’t seem impressive to 
at least one person, of the forty 
six (not counting newspapermen) 
in the audience, When the time 
came to send questions, on cards, 
to the candidates, one arrivedwith 


the hard question:

John Brooks purred over that one 
too, 


The Other Candidates 

None of the other candidates who 
appeared on the platform (five) 
used John Brooks’ combination of 
Grand Orator and Soft Sell, in 
their talks to the audience, Their 
approach wa$ more simple - more 
pragmatic, more to the point, 


Richard Keane, unpoosed for the 
position of Member of the Shaw- 
sheen Vally Regional Technical 
School spoke simply, explaining the 
need for the school, 

Mrs Wavie Drew, candidate for 
re-election to the Board of Se]- 
ectmen, told of her 43 years of 
service to the community, 5 

Some people, she declared, said 
she was too old, 

But, she said, she was 77 years 
old - and proud of it! 

James Banda, also a candidate 
for the Board of Selectmen, spoke 
more than did Mrs Drew, but stuck 
to the point, Sometimes, when he 
had made a point Mrs Drew would 
interrupt, to say that she agreed 
with Mr Banda - but she wouldn’t
